ARMERS OF ALABAMA TO PROSPERITY 
The State Bankers Association committee on 
agriculture has just concluded a sessiori’at Mont­ 
gomery. Meeting with the committee was Edward 
A. O’Neal, president of the Alabama Farm Bu­ 
reau Association, representatives of Auburn and 
some very eminent persons from outside the state 
who are connected with farm educational work. 
Eight projects were endorsed and dycided upon 
the committee to be submitted to the banks of 
the state, viz;' Boys and girls club work, proper 
u^e of commercial fertilizers, orderly marketing 
of farm products, livestock and poultry develop 
ment, home demonstration work, use of good seed 
boll weevil and other insect control, and a general 
“live at home” policy. These will be stressed by 
the bankers of*Alabama in the next year, and it 
the state bankers do wake up to the tremendous 
influence they can exer^ on the prosperity of the 
farm people, and use thát influence, there will be 
a marked change for the better.

GENERAL LEE WAS HUMAN 
. 
AS WELL AS GREAT ^ND GOOD. 
Those who love human beings for themselves 
will think no less of the greatness and goodness 
of General Robert E. Lee, when they know that 
the General sometimes lost his temper. * 
According to a statement said to be based on 
• the authority of Thomas Nelson Page, former am 
bassador of the United States to Italy, Genera 
. Lee and General Jackson once lost their tempers 
at the same time. 
An account of that occurance as appearing in 
.the book of Norval Richardson former Secretary 
*©f the American ambassy at Rome is as follows: 
They were both high tempered gentlemen 
—in spite of what the* histories say about 
them—and they used to get mighty outdone 
with each other. Once General Lee ordered 
General Jackison out of his tentf th&i he call­ 
ed him back, but both arms about him and 
said, “For God’s sake, when you see me losing 
my temper, don’t lose yours. 
Let’s take 
turns at it.” 
In his book, “Four Years with General Lee”, 


For instance, Dr. J. S. Wittemire, president of 
eonta, 


Col. Walter H. Taylor of General Lee’s staff, rel- 
* lates that on one occasion when it was his duty 
to s*¿bmi|$er£tÜn papers to his General he found 
Lee in a bad^umor, so Taylor threw down the 
papers to let the commander see that he was also 
in an ill humor.. 
Then Col. Taylor states that in a calm* voice 
General Lee said: “Colonel Taylor when, I lose 
my temper don’t let it make you angry.” 
Some have doubted the statement in the book 
of Richardson, but the account Colonel Taylor 


one of the banks at Oneonta, who discussed the 
effect of farmers living at home on their credit.

In­ 
cidentally, Dr. Wittemire’s bunk was tne first in 
the state to use an advertisement in a local paper 
saying that the bank would not extend credit to 
farmers who bought feedstuffs on credit, or used 
the money they might borrow from the bank with 
which to buy feedstuffs which they should have 
raised. The other Oneonta bank joined with Dr. 
Wittemire’s institution, and reports from Blount 
County are to effect that this position has had a 
very healthy effect indeed: that more feedstuff 
has been raised on the farms there than in quite & 
long time.* 
The best part of it is that a position of the sort 
by a bank puts the farmers to thinking. 
All of the projects lifted are admirable and 
sound. If the state bankers and particularly the 
bankers in the small towns who cater to a farmer 
clientele will resolutely set themselves about aid­ 
ing these eight projects in every way, and use 
their influnce wjth mer hants and with farmers, 
there will be a vast improvement in conditions. 
The farmer needs, above all other classes, the 
friendly aid and counsel of business man, in the 
general acceptance of the term. First, he needs to 
be convinced that the bankers and merchants are 
his friends and well Avishers^ and that their pros­ 
perity in interdependent and mutual; and next he 
needs to listen to the advice and counsel of these 
friends who have no other interest save to aid him 
for in aiding him, they aid themselves. A pros­ 
perous farming territory about any tówn or city
